But 
true Aſtrology is very modeſt: if a Man boaſts himſelf, believe 
him not; his very Lzbowrts have proved that the Mufes nevet 
grazed upon his Common, nor the Stars ſhed one benign Ray. 
But fome People vainly wiſh their Memories may remain 


when their Carcaſcs aic rotten ;z and their Works only live to 
be laughed at. Bur 1 necd fay no mote upon this Character, 


as it is ſufficiently cxpoled by another, who wrytes likewiſe a 
Diary under the ſame Signature. This Gentleman boaſts in 
particular his exact Judgment of the Weather; and, by his 


monthly Obſervations of the antecedent Year, any curious 4236 


ſon may determine how long it would take tv fill a Chamberpot 
of a given Dimenſion with Rain Water.

Nil nocet Eclipcis illis regionibus, 
in quibus non videtur. And in regard to the other, the great 

Cardan obſerves that an eclipſe of the Sun in the ſecond de- 
canate of 11 denotes piracies, murders and thefts, What 
other prognoſticks may be made, falling in with what I 
have ſaid, or ſhall deliver in the courſe of this performance. 
I ſhall next proceed to ſome obſervations more immediately 
adapted to the preſent year. „

F the tranſactions of this year, we find in hiſtory the 
following account, viz. Poland had three kings. 
uſurping the title while the fourth was yet. unburied. Max- 
amilian was taken priſoner, his army overthrown, and ma- 
ny thouſands of men, women and children taken captives by 
the Tartars. Swwetia was all on fire with tumults, and loſt 
certain places of ſtrength to the Muſcovite. The Muſccwite 
himſelf ran mad. Freperaic II. K. of Denmark died. 
England obtained a glorious victory over the Spaniſh Ar- 


mada © the Spaniards loſt near 80 ſhips, and about 20,000 


men. In France the Barricado of Paris; the flight of the 
king thence; the ſlaughter of the Duke of Gui, and his 
brother the Cardinal of Lorrain; the death of the Queen's 


mother, and the overthrow which the king of Navarre gave 


to Duke Mercury, with the poiſoning of the Prince of Conde, 
are part of the ſubje& of that year's calamities, vide Gallo 
Belgicus, lib. 4. The good Biſhop of Rodez too, in his 
hiſtory of Henry the Great, ſays thus, — Now began the 
year 1588, which all judicial aſtrologers called the Vonder- 
ful Year, their prognoſtics were ſeconded by a number of 
terrible prodigies, which arrived through all Europe. In 
France were great earthquakes along the Noire, and like- 
wiſe in Normandy. The ſea was fix weeks together diſturbed 
with continual tempeſts, which ſeemed to confound both 


heaven and earth; in the air appeared divers phantiſms of 


fire; and on the 24th of January, Paris was covered with 


K. ſo horrible a darkneſs, that objects were ſcarce viſible at 


noon day. Thus far this Rey. Prelate. 

For the year 1688, I refer to the hiſtory of thoſe times, 
obſerving only that the revolution makes that year to Eng- 
land a memorable eras 


A revolving century has now brought us to the year 178g, 
for the events of which let us wait in ſilent expectation. For

I now proceed to a continuation of what T promiſed in 
my laſt. I obſerved in my laſt production, that the great 
Alpha and Omega, who governs the vaſt fabric of the uni- 
verſe, and knows every mutation thereof ; he to whoſe all. 
ſeeing eye, ages paſt, ages preſent, and ages of ages to 
come, are all but one continued now, has been graciouſly 
pleaſed by various methods to communicate, from time to 
time, ſo much inſight into what ſhould be hereafter, (as to 
his divine wiſdom ſeemed proper) to the children of the 
fallen Adam, in dreams or viſions of the night. Some ſtrik- 
ing inſtances I have already collected from the beſt au- 
thors of prophane hiſtory; but not to be too prolix, at the 
ſame time to bring the matter home to every chriſtian rea- 
der, I ſhall now confine myſelf to holy writ ; and herein I 
obſerved that remarkable prediction of the fate of Abra- 


ham's ſeed, foretold in a dream for four hundred years to 


come. When the ſun was down, a deep ſleep fell upon 
Abraham, and lo a horror of great darkneſs fell upon him, 
vide Gen. 15. Again, when Jacob left his father's houſe 
and journeyed to Padan Aram, we find he lighted upon a 
certain place, and tarried there all night, and there he be- 
held in a dream, a ladder reaching up to heaven, and the 
angels of God aſcending and deſcending on it, and above 
all ſtood the Ancient of Days, and promiſed him the land 
whereon he lay, his almighty protection whereever he went, 
an innumerable poſterity ; and that. in his ſeed ſhould all 
the families of the earth be bleſſed, vide Gen. 28. 
when yet a boy had two dreams, which you will find re- 
corded in the 37th chap of Gen. and which were verified 
in his life in a moſt amazing and extraordinary manner. In 
the goth chap. of the faid book we find Joſeph in priſon, in- 

| terpreting 


Joſeph 
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terpreting two dreams to the chief butler and the chief ba- 
ker of Pharaoh, and in three days his prediction was ful- 
flled. After this we find him interpreting two dreams io 
the mighty Pharoah himſelf, wherein, under the ſimilitude 
of fat and lean kine, God, by the mouth of Joſeph, was 
pleaſed to foretel ſeven years of plenty, and ſeven of famine; 
which we find in the ſequel was the means of preſerving 
alive, not only that nation, but his own family alſo. We 
afterwards find when the famine raged ſore in the land, that 
his ancient father, journeying into Egypt to ſee his fon be- 
fore he died, God ſpake to him in the viſions of the night, 
ſaying, { will go down with thee into Egypt, and I will 
ſurely bring the up again; and Joſeph ſball put his hand upen 
thine eyes, vide Gen. chap. 46. | 

Proceed we next to the hiſtory of Solomon, the wiſeſt of 
men. In Gibeon the Lord appeared to Solomon in a dream 
by night: And God ſaid, aſk what I ſhall give thee. Solo- 
mon's requeſt was, give thy ſervant an underſtanding heart; 
and the ſaying pleaſed the Lord, and he added to this wiſ- 
dom, riches and honour, vide 1 K. ch. 3. 1 Chr. ch. 1. 
In like manner he appears from the ſacred text to have re- 
teived divine inſtructions for the conduct of his future life: 
for we find that the Lord appeared unto Solomon a ſecond. 
time, as he had appeared unto him in Gibeon, and the 
Lord ſaid, &c. vide 1 K. ch. 9. Thus far have we an ac- 
count from the inconteſtible evidence of everlaſting truth of 


| God's method of communicating his will to him who was 


wiſer than all the ſons of men, who ſpake three thou- 
ſand proverbs, and his ſongs were a thouſand and five, 
who ſpake of trees from the cedar which is in Leba- 
non, even unto the hyſop that ſpringeth out of the 
wall: He ſpoke alſo of beaſts, and of fowls, and of 
creeping things, and of fiſhes, and his fame was in all 
nation round about, vide ch. 4. Paſling by thoſe multi- 
tudes of paſſages in ſcripture, wherein the word of the 
Lord is ſaid to have come to the prophets, not deſcribing | 
the manner how, where the ſcripture 1s filent, nor even 
ſo much as calling that a dream, which the ſcripture men- 
tions under the name of a viſion, but ſticking literally to 
the text, come we now to Daniel. The charaQter of this 
great man we find in the firſt chap. of that book is, that he 
was one of the captives of Judah ; that he was alſo one of 


thoſe to whom God gave knowledge and Kill in ee 
a

and wiſdom, (it immediately follows) and Daniel had un- 
derſtanding in all viſions and dreams. The dreams of Ne- 
buchadnezzar, big with the fate of future ages, could not 
the magicians, the aſtrologers, the ſorcerers, nor the 
Chaldeans ſhew unto him; and even himſelf acknowledged, 
portentous as 1t was, the thing was gone from him ; but 
the ſecret was revealed to Daniel in a night viſion, and he 
ſhewed him the dream, and the interpretation thereof, in. 
ſomuch that the monarch himſelf was obliged to acknow- 
ledge that his God was a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of ſecrets. In the fourth chap. of 
the ſaid book we find him interpreting another dream to 
the great King, and faithfully relating the decree of the 
Moſt High, all which, ſays the word of truth, came upon 
the king Nebuchadnezzar at the end of twelve months 
a as he walked in the palace of the kingdom of Baby- 
WE lon. For his own dreams, and how he underſtood by 
341 books the number of years, whereof the word of the Lord 
45] came to Jeremiah the prophet, that he would accompliſh 
ſeventy years in the deſolations of Jeruſalem, I refer to the 
book itſelf; a book that has employed the pens of the 
learned, and the fulfilling of whoſe prophecies perhaps 
will not conclude till heaven and earth ſhall paſs away, and 
time be ſwallowed up in eternity. os. 
From what has been ſaid, it appears manifeſt to every 
chriſtian reader, that God, who at ſundry times and in 
divers manners, ſpake in times paſt by the prophets unto 


inſpection into futurity is not entirely excluded from the 
ſons of Adam. The book of knowledge is yet open, and 
in order to enable us to read aright therein, he has pro- 
miſed to give wiſdom to the wiſe, and knowledge to them 
who ſeek underſtanding. For theſe the light ſhineth upon 
the dark path; for theſe the ſtars run their courſes, ſeeing 
God made nothing in vain; and to his name be praiſe,
